Ralph McGill, Editor of The Constitution, once again is 
featured in a national magazine with publication in the No- 


vember issue of The Atlantic 
on “Civil Rights for the Negro.” 


A special cover band on the out- 
side of the magazine calls atten- 
tion to McGill’s story, and the 
magazine's comment at the begin- 
ning of his article describes The 
Constitution editor as being 
“known throughout the South for 
his fighting heart, for the integ- 
rity of his editorial page, and for 
his two-fisted editorial approach 
to any bothersome problem below 
Mason and Dixon’s line.” 

In his article, McGill declares 
“the fight for civil rights should 
be concentrated on one phase of' 
the problem—that of voting,” and 
terms the right to vote as “the 
basic civil right.” All the others 
are a part of its mosiac structure, 
he says. 

McGill points out the poll tax 
is disappearing and the U. S. Su- 
preme Court has abolished the 
white primary as a barrier aginst 
Negro voting. 

The editor cites a 600 percent 
increase in Negro voting in the 
South in 1948 over 1940 and points

ROCHESTER, N. Y—(#)—The 
time may come when a single pur- 
chase of atomic energy fuel will 
last you a lifetime and you can 
bequeath it to your children still 
undiminished. 

The prediction was made to the 
National Academy of Sciences yes- 
terday by Dr. D. G. Suits. Direc- 
tor of Research, General Electric 
Company. He heads the first 
atomic electric power plant now 
being built by General Electric for 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 

There is one “if,” Dr. Suits said, 
namely whether the uranium you) 
burn can be made to reproduce as 
much or more fuel while you use 
it. The prospects are fair, but not 
yet developed. 

Dr. Suits said atomic power is 
still decades away, because of the 
many unsolved technical problems. 

He predicted that $200,000,000 
will have to be spent in building 
experimental atomic power plants 
before it will be possible even to 
judge the economic place of atomic 
energy.

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Can We Learn From Britain? 


Within the next day or two the British 
Labor Government probably will have 
weathered its second political crisis with- 
in a month. : 

The first crisis was over devaluation 
of the pound sterling. This one is con- 
cerned with the question of whether the 
economy measures announced by Prime 
Minister Attlee as corollaries to devalua- 
tion are sufficient to keep Britain from 
going broke. 

The Labor majority in the House of 
Commons will vote for the Government 
to save the Party’s political skin, but not 
in the confidence that the program Mr. 
Attlee has outlined will save Britain. 

It has been the view of most reputable 
economists all along that devaluation 
alone would not keep the British Com- 
monwealth solvent. The problem is essen- 
tially ene of production. 

Mr. Attlee’s plan would cut Govern- 
ment spending by about eight percent. 
Many of his proposals, however, are long- 
range reductions and the actual immediate 
cash saving will run closer to three per- 
cent. He plans to cut down some on farm 
subsidies and draw in the spread of social- 
ized medicine. Defense dlso would suffer. 


What is missing from Mr. Attlee’s pro- 


gram is an incentive to greater effort, 
either on the part of labor or industry. 
Taxes and Government regulations being 
what they are in Britain, there is little in- 
ducement for management or workers to 
exert the extra effort that Britain needs 
now to keep from going bankrupt. The 
Government.controls the flow of raw ma- 
terials, labor, sales and prices. After taxes 
are paid there is little if anything left for 
machinery which would speed output and 
help alleviate conditions. And even if the 
machines were there, the great mass of 
Government controls, plus high taxes, 
still would serve to depress productive 
effort. 

This is not altogether the fault of the 
Labor Government, though it well may 
have speeded the day of reckoning that 
has been building up for 30 years or more. 

Britain today is unable to compete on 
the world market. 

However much we in this country may 
belabor the fact, we cannot afford to see 
Britain go under. 

But we can look to our own economic 
structure and make certain taxes and ex- 
cessive regulations are not allowed to 
bring identical conditions here in years

Alabama To Abolish Milk Control Board? 


Reports from Alabama are to the ef- 
fect that Gov. James E. Folsom is going 
to abolish the State Milk Control Board. 

The Governor reportedly is irritated 
because milk prices in Alabama have not 
been reduced as they have in other areas. 
A hearing on the question, held recently 
at the State Capitol, is expected to bring 
forth a recommendation: that the Board 
be eliminated entirely or that new per- 


sonnel—presumably with the consumers’ 
interest at heart—be named. 

Alabama’s action will be followed with 
interest in Georgia where the State Milk 
Control Board has long been a matter of 
controversy. Certainly if Alabama, through 
the re-establishment of competitive free 
enterprise in its dairy industry, is able 
to bring down the cost of milk to its citi- 
zens, Georgia will not be long in follow- 
ing suit.

Rre Grand Juries Futile? 


“Are Grand Juries futile?” 

That question is put by the Times-Free 
Press of Carrollton, which admits it got 
the idea from, of all people, a member of 
the current Carroll County Grand Jury. 

“The fact that there is no ‘follow 
through’ on most grand jury findings 
keeps us from getting very excited about 
last week’s presentments,” says the Times- 
Free Press. “For some years Carroll has 
been having the ‘hottest’ presentments of 
any county in this section of the State 
dished out to it each six months and few 
results have been noted. Grand juries are 
advisory and investigative groups and do 
not seem to carry too sharp a sting. Maybe 
we’ve developed an immunity to the re- 
peated stings locally.”

Throughout Georgia businessmen are 
realizing that they prosper as the farmer 
prospers. And not a few civic clubs have 
constructive programs to aid and promote 
the agricultural prosperity of the sur- 
rounding community. 


We agree that grand jury recommen- 
dations too frequeritly are met with wide- 
spread public apathy. But we still are 
convinced that they serve a good purpose 
if only because they provide one sure 
means of uncovering mismanagement in 
government. 


Ninety-nine times out of a hundred 
grand jury presentments may be routine 
commendations of the cleanliness of the 
jail or recommendations that new plank- 
ing be placed in the bridge over a long- 
dry branch. 


But the one time in a hundred that an 
aroused grand jury does come up with 
evidence of malfeasance in public office, 
the cost and effort is more than justified. 


A New Judicial Building Next Year? 


Georgia may get a new Judicial Building in the not too distant future. The State purchased 
the land for the Judicial Building a few years ago. Unable to await construction of a new building, 
the Georgia Public Service Commission has just announced it will remodel a house on this property’s 
site and move in come January. Administrations have hesitated to ask the Legislature for an ap- 
propriation to construct a new building on Capitol Square. 


Now, it has been learned that State Auditor 
B. E. Thrasher has a plan whereby the building 
can be financed without an additional legislative 
appropriation. Some State agencies are paying 
rent for offices not on Capitol Square. If the 
Capitol Square Improvement Committee were 
given additional power, it could provide offices 
on Capitol Square for these agencies—charging 
them rent. The rents could be used to help build 
the Judicial Building. 

Such a proposal is expected to be handed 
to the General Assembly in January. If the 
Courts, Law Department, Public Service Com- 
mission, and Workmen’s Compensation Board 
were moved into a new building, the Legisla- 
ture would have office space to hold commit- 
tee meetings in, itself. This would make for 
more intelligent legislation, many solons agree. 


THE EFFICIENCY of county tax collectors 
in collecting State property taxes is running along 
at normal. Of a total charge in State taxes for 
1948 and past due assessments from former years 
of $6,359,432, the collectors took in $5,909,460 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1949. This 
left an uncollected balance due the State of $556.- 
761. State Auditor B. E. Thrasher said this is 
about normal—he has seen it exceed a million 
dollars, 

Eleven counties established perfect records 
by collecting all taxes due the State. They were: 
DeKalb, which collected $208,166; Dawson, 
$2,151; Cherokee, $19,373; Chattooga, $24,747; 
Chattahoochee, $917; Gilmer, $7,062; Houston, 
$16,916; Laurens, $39,795; Pickens, $8,363, and 
Walton, $18,448. 

The little county of Catoosa made the poorest 


showing in collecting State taxes. It left an un- 
collected balance of $6,043 out of total charges 
of only $9,607. Big Fulton County had the largest 
uncollected balance—$37,524—but it was attempt- 
ing to collect a total charge of $2,135,427. Rich- 
mond had an uncollected balance of $21,641 in 
total charges of $261,910, and Chatham left 
$20,516 uncollected in total charges of $328,340 
Cobb County had an uncollected balance of $4,206 
in total charges of $78,253. 


While some leaders argue over whether 
the State Tax Revision Committee should 
report now or after the 1950 elections, we 
have assurances that insofar as the students 
of a new tax structure are concerned they 
will have a report ready for the full State Tax 
Revision Committee on Nov. 8. Speaker Pro 
Tem George Smith, of Swainsboro, Chair- 
man of the revision sub-committee, said his 
group will have recommendations ready for 
the full committee at this meeting. 


“Of course,” says Smith, “we should have 
liked to have had more time to dig deeper into 
certain phases of the tax structure. Tax revision 
is a complicated business.”’ 


THE STATE Highway Department has a new 
type road sign which it says will save money. 
It is made of marine plywood, and costs only 
one-half as much as the metal signs now in use.

An Old Gaffer 
And Bedrock 


An old gaffer I know came in and got queru- 
; lous with me. 
‘ “When are we going to get back to bedrock?” 
he asked. 

I didn’t know. I asked him what he meant. 

“I just mean bedrock, that’s all,” he said. “Get back to funda- 
mentals.” 

I felt sorry for him. Indeed, I felt a little sorry for myself. He 
was a wistful man, haunted by the past. The past is always so 
appealing. It was a time when there was plenty of everything, 
when prices were low, when a dollar a day was the going wages. 
Most of the wistful thinkers farget they are remembering their 
boyhood and girlhood when papa and mama kept the harsh prob- 
lems away from them: when the table always had plenty to eat on 


it and there were good clothes, 
® * The psychologists know how much of our thinking, 
Old Days our reactions and our emotions are colored by the 
years of childhood and growing up. That is why most people look 
back on the past and see it through rose-colored glasses, and speak 
wistfully of “the old days.” | 
Certainly there were great eras of prosperity. The one chiefly 
cited is that of the post War Between the States period, when the 
nation was expanding and booming. Yet, it also was the period of 
greatest wretchedness for millions, especially farmers. Most of the 
people in the South were hard hit. For many the old days were 


pretty bad. 
Change There are a lot of paradoxes about us. One of them 
is in population. 

Behind almost every desk in every city there are men who think 
nostalgically back to their farm days. They forget why they left. 
They have farms to which they commute on weekends, or they day- 
dream about some day owning “a little place in the country.” In 
their dreams the cattle are all fat, the fields green and life serene. 

They left the farm. 

They were part of a trend which kept speeding up. 

How many people live on farms today? 

Not many. Just 27,776,600. 

In 1940 there were 30,547,000. In 1920 there were 31,614,000. 
In 1910 there were 32,077,000. 

In 1880, about 70 years ago, the figures were about what they 
are today, an approximate 27,000,000. 

In 1910 there were 59,895,000 persons in towns, villages and 
cities. Today there are 119,673,000. Our population has increased 
steadily since 1910. We have gained about 14,000,000 since 1940. 

Let’s put it this way. 

Today four out of every five Americans live in a city, town or 
village. One out of every five lives on a farm. In 1910 one of every 


three Americans lived on a farm. 

The paradox continues. Just as we have more jobs 
Paradox and an increase in unemployment, we have Aatanes 
farmers who produce more food than the old-timers ever dreamed 
of harvesting. 

Their production is so high we have a terrific problem of 
surplus which the taxpayers are keeping at high price to prevent 
the farmers from going broke. Even with it, the cotton farmers 
this year have been hard hit, 

With the fewest farmers in 70 years and the greatest popula- 
tion, we still have too many farmers. In 1910 a farmer produced, 
on the national production averages, enough to feed and clothe 11 


persons. Today he cares for 15. 
Surplus So, although our farmers number about what they did 
, 70 years ago, they produce so much a swollen popula- 
tion can't buy it at prevailing prices and more than can be sold 
abroad to impoverished peoples. Even in our own country there 
are those who do not have enough to eat. That is true despite the 
fact the average American is eating more today than ever before. 
Distribution and storage of surplus is almost as much a problem 


as shortage. 

Work We have changed “work.” Today almost everything is on 
an assembly-line basis. The old craftsman is gone. Today 

fewer workers than ever before know how to do a full job. Work 

today is largely doing a part of the whole job. The individual has 

little to do with the finished product. Therefore, he tends to«be 

restless, nervous, fearful. 

This system is good for production as long as the “line” moves. 
When it halts, as in a steel strike, we see that a lot of independent 
producers might be a better idea. 

But, they are gone. More and more, to supply demand, to pro- 
duce at less cost, we seek to streamline more, to eliminate lost 
motion. 

All this is having, and will continue to have, an impact on our 
social system, on our way of life. It ought soon to change the 
system of relief, of unemployment insurance, of “pensions.” 

We are in a period of transition today. The cold fact is most of 
the unemployed today don’t know how to do anything weil. That’s 


true of an estimated 70 percent of them. 

Skills The future is going to demand skills. The man who 
leaves the farm and comes to town with just his two 

hands isn’t going to get far. 

The past is gone. Its dead fingers always have to hold on to 
the future. 

It may be better, it may be worse. The assembly-line economy 
can exist under any sort of political system. It’s up to us to keep 
one which will retain personal liberty, opportunity and provide 
incentive to invent, improve, create and advance one’s status.

The Researcher's Tough Path 


Today. I’d like to tell you about a talk I had with a doctor 
who is doing research work at one of the New York cancer clinics. 

I began by asking him to sketch.in his pre-research career. 

“The usual 10-year grind,” he said. “Four years of college, four 
more at medical school, a year as intern, and a year in residency 
training.” 

“What made you go into research?” 

“Like a lot of young doctors,” he said, “I couldn’t get used to 
sitting by while a patient died simply because I didn’t know any- 
thing else I could do for him. Every time I looked up into the 
eyes of relatives gathered around the bed of a man in the last 
stages of cancer, I told myself that my job wasn’t to go on using 
the hit-or-miss techniques but to get into a laboratory and help 
find the real cure.” 


“How did you go about getting started?” 

2 2a : “I made the usual applications,” said the M. D.. 
Difficulties “but I soon found the hospitals and universities 
had no funds to hire research men, and that I couldn’t get a job 
unless a foundation paid my salary. To complicate things, most 
foundations won't give you a fellowship unless you first have a job. 
In addition, it’s almost impossible to get a grant until you’ve pub- 
lished a certain number of scientific papers and, of course, you 
can’t publish such papers until you’ve worked in a laboratory and 
had a chance to do research worth writing about. 

“It finally boiled down to this—-I could work for nothing in a 
cancer laboratory, or I could take a job paying $120 a week doing 
research for a cosmetic outfit. Well, I had just gotten married and 
was ready to settle for the money, but my wife wouldn’t hear of 


it—she went out and got an office job and made me stick to my. 


test tubes.” 
“How long did you work for free?” 
“About a year,” said the doctor, “and then the head of the 


medical center—a very decent guy—squeezed me onto the payroll. 


at $28.87 a week.” 

“You could have earned more washing dishes.” 

“We managed to get by,” said the medico, “but the following 
year my wife had a baby and had to quit her job. After that, 
it was pretty rugged. As, for instance. we couldn't afford to buy a 
crib, and the youngster had to sleep in a donated baby carriage. 


Raise “Somehow, though, we bulled our way through, and by 

the end of the following year I had gotten a couple of 
research pieces published. With these to back me up, I applied for 
a fellowship paying $3,000 a year.” 

“Minus withholding tax, I presume.” 

“It may not sound like much, but I felt like John D., Jr., when 
the grant came through,” said the doctor. “Last year, I went 
through the application rigamarole again—275 typed pages—and 
this time I got the full $3,600.” 

“What do you do to earn all that money?” I said. 

“I’m in charge of three cancer projects and help on half a 
dozen others. On the side, I run a throat clinic, work in the wards 
and give seminars.” 

“Any chance of a raise?” 


“I’m afraid not,” said the doctor, “and, as far as 
Near End fellowships are concerned, I’m getting near the end 
of the line. I’m 29 now, and the foundations don’t like to make 
grants to men over 30.” ; 

The day after our talk, I happened to pass the medical sky- 
scraper in which the young doctor works, and I noticed that an 
additional wing was under con8truction.

Age Limits 

Editor Constitution: I wish to call your atten- 
tion to the “age brackets” as per the attached 
advertisements in connection with your recent 
editorial regarding the unemployment situation 
here in Atlanta, as you seem to have overlooked 
that particular point in your article. 

Five years ago, the radio stations and papers 
were telling us to stay by our “war jobs.” “It’s 
your duty,” “Don’t leave them till the job is 
done.” Many of us did stay on the job and never 
missed a day, although we were fully aware that 
we could get around the law by “laying off’: fo: 
30 days, and going to some other place where 
the pastures were greener and the pay better. 

I. for one, was one of the last men to leave 
our department and on noting an advertisement 
by the City of Atlanta for workers, I went to the 
city hall, where I was informed that they could 
not hire me on account of being 50 years of age, 
and their pension regulations. Now, I was not 
asking for a pension, I was asking for a job that 
they advertised and for which I was qualified. 
(Of course, I had heard that people working for

the city were drawing pensions, but never before 
had them to come right out and tell me that it 
was so themselves. ) 

These regulations and rules are about the 
dirtiest thing that any human being could have 
thought of, for they do not take into considera- 
tion the physical condition of the worker in any 
way whatever. They merely declare him to be 
useless on account of his age. 

Now, the Social Security benefits can not be 
secured until a worker has reached the age of 65 
years; consequently, the worker is allowed from 
15 to 25 vears in which to starve to death while 
these politicians and some of the industrialists 
look on and enjoy the misery they have brought 
about. 

Why not mention it to society once in a while, 
that as soon as their fear of a Jap or a German 
bayonet prodding them in the pants had passed, 
they fell right back into the same old hypocrisy 


as “before de wah?”

Mark Anthony Cooper 


Editur Constitution: I have read with much 
interest Celestine Sibley’s story in The Constitu- 
tion on Etowah Valley—its growth, its destruc- 
tion—its history. Especially am I interested in 
her remarks about Mark Anthony Cooper, who 
was one of the outstanding citizens of his era, 
and was a pioneer in the development of tthe 
mining and manufacturing of iron and many of 
the other mineral resources of North Georgia, 
as well as in the buildifig of both the W. & A., ~ 
and the Georgia Railroad. Besides these activi- 
ties, he developed flour mills on the Etowah 
River, whose products were second to none. 

She referred to Mark Cooper as a “roving 
politician,” who came to Georgia in 1840. The. 
facts are that he was born in Hancock County, 
Georgia, two and a half miles west of Powelton, 
on April 20, 1800. He attended school in his 
home county, went to the University of Georgia 
in Athens, and also University of South Carolina, 
Columbia, S.C. He then studied law in Eatonton, 
Putnam County, under Judge Strong, and was 
admitted to the bar in 1821. Being a man of 
unusual enterprise and ability, he owned and 
operated a farm, entered the loan and panking 
business, and organized a company with $50,000 
capital; to build a cotton mill near Eatonton, 
which was the second cotton mill in Georgia. This 
was all done before 1835, at which time he went 
to Columbus where he organized another bank- 
ing, trust and insurance company, capital $200.- 
000. It was in the year 1842 that he moved to 
Bartow County, and started to manufacture iron 
and steel on the Etowah River, near the site of 
the Allatoona Dam now under construction. He 
also put in a flour mill with output of 300 barrels 
per day. These enterprises were carried on during 
the 20 years until 1862, He sold the property 
for approximately $500,000 in Confederate money, 
which of course proved to be a total loss. : 

Mark A. Cooper can hardly be called a _ poli- 
ticran, although he did serve one term as member 
of Congress from Georgia, Democratic Party. He 
resigned to run for Governor of Georgia at the 
request of some of his friends, but was defeated, 
by George W. Crawford. His career in State 
politics was therefore very short. However he 
served for about 40 years as trustee as the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, and also of Mercer University. 

This great citizen. and pioneer industrialist 
was born in, and lived all his life, in Georgia.

So now I have the pleasure of 
returning to this type of sewing 
by helping many more people 
through this column than I 
could possibly serve any other 
Way. 

There is something so thrill- 
ing about a costume! It can 
change a personality completely. 
Costuming is so closely related 
to sewing, for it is often simply 
the history of clothes. The 
present-day school life ci a child 
is not complete without a cos- 
tume for a play, pageant or par- 
ty, which brings us right now 
to Halloween. 

What child or grownup does 
not delight in Halloween? It is

strips cut in the shape of a skull 
and the bones of the body on 
the front and it will gleam 
ghoulishly in the dark. 

Maybe you can talk mother 
into giving you an old soft, split 
sheet and pillow case which are 
perfect for that ghost. 

The head will fit into the 
split. Wrap the sheet. well 
around the body, and tie it with 
a strong string at the waist. Cut 
eyes in the pillow slip and pull 
it over the head. And remem- 
ber, I said old ones! We don’t 
want to waste sheets and pillow- 
slips on one-night ghosts.

Teachers Must 
Be Citizens, Too

Five schoolteachers were fired in a dis- 


- : tant town of Grand Prairie, Texas, last 
April and their dismissal has become a kind of national 
crusade in the world of education. 

The hue and cry that has been raised may. be the bugle 
notes of a new emancipation proclamation for teachers, 
who have often been as voiceless in their communities as 
if they were incompetent children hidden chained in base- 


ments. 

You see, these five schoolteachers had taken part in local poli- 
tics. Their candidates lost, and the school board, elected despite 
the five, simply took the oldest form of action known to man. Their 
reprisal was notice that their contracts had not been extended. 
There were no reasons given. 

The National Education Association discovered, in an investi- 
gation into the matter, that the luckless five had “indicated to 
certain people in the community their choice of candidates in a 
school board election.” 

It is an old story to schoolteachers, these whimsical firings, 
and would be an even older one, except that most ladies and gen- 
tlemen of the pedantic professions have learned their lesson long 
ago, 1. e., stick to the ABCs and let the votes fall where they may. 

This twilight brand of citizenship, with the poor teacher living 
in a demi-world trying to teach the virtues of democratic action, 
and using none of it herself, has been only one of the ways. teach- 
ers have been suppressed in many communities. 

There have been countless others. In many narrow-gauge dis- 
tricts, teachers may safely operate only within the classroom... 
daily and Sunday ... and any deviation results in raised eye- 
brows and, eventually, an end to a contract. 

The NEA has concluded from its Grand Prairie investigation 
that a teacher has a right to assume fully the responsibilities of 
citizenship, including the right to give constructive criticism and 
participate in school board elections. This position, the NEA be- 
lieves, is essential to the proper citizenship training of school 
children. 

“In a totalitarian state,” thé report said, “the complete control 
of-a teacher’s mind, as of the mind of every other subject-slave, 
is a No. 1 objective of government. In the United States, where 
the first duty of every teacher in the public educational system is 
the development of free, intelligent, honorable and courageous 
citizenship, and where every teacher is his own chief instrument 
of instruction by virtue of his own character and example, it is 
unthinkable that a school board should seek to exercise political 
thought-control over the memhers of its professional staff.” 

As a matter of fact, school boards themselves are coming in for 
national scrutiny. There was a recent article on the subject in 
the Public Affairs Department of the Ladies Home Journal, edited 
by Margaret Hickey, which pointed out that the day is past when 
the chief duties of the board of education are to hire the teacher, 
boss the janitor, buy the chalk and erasers. 

“Today,” says Miss Hickey, “they order the erection of buildings, 
employ large numbers of personnel and select courses of study. 
They handle valuable properties and advise their communities upen 
the amount of taxes needed to«keep the schools going.” 

Of the 400,000 members of boards all over the country, there 
are only about 30,000 women. 

But one woman, Bernice Goedde, a member of the Business and 
Professional Women’s Club in East St. Louis, licked a political 
machine to become a revolutionary figure in her city’s school board. 
Her thrilling story is likewise headlined in the LHJ under the title 
“Revolt in East St. Louis, Illinois.” 

Every day, schools and their personnel are gaining in attention 
and dignity. It is a very hopeful sign.

The right amounts of milk, 
vegetables, fruits, meats, fish, 
poultry, eggs, and whole grain, 
enriched.or restored bread ana 
cereals will furnish the minerals, 
vitamins and proteins that the 
older person normally needs. 
Each mineral and each vitamin 
has its own special work to do 
in the body. No one mineral 
can take the place of another 
nor can one vitamin take the 


place of another. Good nutri- 
tion requires all of them. 
Three well planned meals a 
day usually meet the food needs 
of the older person. With some 
who get along better on small 
meals, a mid-merning and mid- 
afternoon.snack may be needed. 
Before going to bed a cup of hot 
milk with crackers or a plain 
cookie may be desirable. To 
eat the hearty meal in the mid- 
dle of the day and a light meal 
in the evening usually results in 
sounder sleep. Some hot food 
or drink at each meal is also 
desirable. Milk to drink, or milk

It was suggested that South 
should have passed the bid of 
two diamonds inasmuch as he 
had forced his partner to bid.

A new type of altimeter, designed to prevent collision of 
aircraft in flight, has been invented by an Atlantan. 

J. Howard DeCelles, Chagf of the Facilities Inspection 


Branch of the Second Region 


of the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 


ministration, will demonstrate the new instrument to offi- 
cials of the Civil Aeronautics Board Friday in Oklahoma 
City. The test probably will be the last of a series of tests 


for the instrument. 
DeCelles, who developed the in-
